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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants have provided references in support of 
their previously presented arguments regarding the difference between a "metallic glass alloy" and an "amorphous alloy". However, 
applicants have not explained how each of the provided references supports their arguments. Applicants have cited Table 1 of the 
specification as the support for the phrase, "wherein said glass alloy product as cast has a minimum thickness or diameter of 0.5 mm or 
more". The Examiner is not persuaded. In view of the term, "or more" the phrase "a minimum thickness or diameter of of 0.5 mm or 

more" encompasses thicknesses or diameters of 1 , 1 .5, 2 60 mm etc.. Table 1 does not provide support for such thicknesses or 

diameters, MPEP 2163.05 III. Applicants, arguments based on the Table appearing on page 4 of their response are not persuaive in that 
the Table is based on Inoue's disclosure set forth at column 3, lines 7 to 14. However, as set forth in the statement of the rejection, the 
Examiner's rejection is based on Inoue's disclosure set forth in column 9, line 50 to column 10, line 31. 
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
